Sunday morning, when the pas tor,EC v 
A. Thomas G. Apple, preached a spe- 
cial sermon, Rav. Apple took for his 
text St. Mark 13:17— "And Jesus an- 
swering said unto them. 
'Render 


to 
Cassar 
the things 
that 
ara 


Ceesar's and to God the things thit are 
God's.'" His able discourse, a synopsis 
of which follows, undoubtedly made a 
lasting impression oa the hearts of his 
hearers: 


The enemies of Jesus tried to make 


Him app.ear disloyal either to the Ro- 
man authorities or to the Jewish peo- 
ple. In His answer He not onlp avoid- 
ed their trap, but at the same time 
laid down a principle that has in all 
time guided men in the solution of that 
difficult problem,tha relation of church 
and state. 


The question of the trua re'ation of 


civil and religious interests has been a 
fundamental 
one in all 
ages and 


among all people, heathen, Mohamme- 
dan, and Jewish as well as Christian. 
But the advent of Christianity only in- 
creased its importance through the im- 
mensely increased values which its 
teachings 
attached to things spirit- 


ual. From that time to the present 
history has witnessed 


THREE GBEAT EXPERIMENTS 


each of which in its time subserved 
some useful purpose but of which all 
but the last have so far failed because 
c f a one sided defective view of the re- 
spcctive missions of the Church and 
tne State, and of their mutual rela- 
tions. The first experiment assumed 
the supremacy of the Church, the 
second, the supremacy of the State, 
the third recognizes the distinction 
between them, and attempts to define 
for each its own sphere of influence 
aid mode of activity. 


During the middle ages the only 


practicable arrangement seems to have 
been to allow the Church to exercise 
the authority which the civil powers 
were either too wank or too wilful to 
wield. This gava way in the reaction 
of the Reformation to the opposite ex- 
treme when the excesses of tha ecclesi- 
astical rule fjrfeited the respect of 
men, and the Church was made subor- 
dinate to the State throughout Protest- 
ant lands at least. 


This theory o£ a state church had to 


run its course. For though many of the 
Reformers conceived the idea of a Free 
Church in a Free State, the time was 
not yet ripa for its successful carrying 
out. 


And so through centuries of trial and 


inconceivable toil and 
turmoil the 


world—at least our western world- 
has been brought to this third theory, 
crystaiized from the bast thought of 
theologians and statesmen,precipitated 
Irom the exparience of wisest rulers, 
and distilled from the life-blood of 
countless martyrs. We cannot value it 
too highly or guard it too jealously. 


TIIE SEAL BELATION. 


But while we speak of the separa- 


tion of Church and State, we must not 
understand it as an absolute divorce; 
or think that such a divorce is the true 
solution of the problem. There are 
innumerable mutual interests and far 
reaching inter-relations which must be 
recognized. Moreover it is not so much 
a question of theory as a question of 
practical life; for just in proportion as 
the individual in his own privata Ufa 
is faithful in the discharge of religious 
as well as civil duty, in that propor 
tion is the problem solved so far as he 
himself is concerned. And where such 
pious patriotic persons, as atoms, coal- 
esce in the social mass, there the prob- 
lem meets with an equally happy solu- 
tion in the collective life of the nation. 


Among many points of mutual inter- 


est and influence we might mention 
those of political purity, domestic 
sanctity, and education. 


The Church is as much interested in 


political purity as is the State and we 
know how the very life of popular gov- 
ernment depends upon honor and hon- 
esty in its administration. A crooked 
conscience in regard to public duty 
leads to a break-down of conscience in 
regard to all obligations, to Gad as 
well as man. The genius of the grafter 
and the passion for rake-off will quick- 
ly lead to a condition well character- 
izad as "corrupt and contanted" in 
which all political manhood is swamp- 
ed, and the very foundations of social 
life involved in the universal decay. 


Still more important for the integri- 


ty of our national life is domestic sanc- 
tity. In the question of marriage the 
Church and the State coma upon com- 
mon ground. It is not in the power 
of the State alone to make of marriage 
more than a contract. It is the deep 
reverence for the marital relation »nd 
family life taught and insisted on by 
the Christian Church that is to pre- 
serve society from disintegration, not 
so much from Mormon polygamy as 
from what has been termed the "con- 
secutive polygamy" fostered by loose 
divorce laws and which is spreading 
over the whole land. 


The concern of education is also a 


matter in which Church and State must 
work together, each within its own 
sphere, and through its separate mode 
of activity, yet each concerned for the 
same end—the State using its temporal 
means and authority, the Church its 
moral and spiritual agencies. The aim 
of education should be more than the 
mere production of good artisans, and 
business or professional men it should 
be more than the mere producing of 
good citizens; its purpose is the devel- 
opment of true manhood, which in its. 
highest, finest qualities is the product 
of religion. In an agnostic, irreligious, 
unchurched community there is noth- 
ing in the Stita, by itself considered, 
to prevent tho schools from becoming 
nurseries of agnosticism, produci g 
lives in which religion has no place. 
Ii Switzerland in the middle of the 
last century there would have been 
nothing to prevent the State from plac- 
ing the infidel Stranu in the chair of 
theology ia her university, had it not 


b?eu for the strenuous protest of the 
people, who thus showed the sp'rit, and 
exercised a power nurtured by the 
Church. 


Gentlemen of the Patriotic O-der 


Sons of America, in the name of this 
congregation, I extend to you a cordial 
welcome to our services.

The in- 
culcation of patriotism and fidelity to 
our national institutions is an end in 
the pursuincs of which we assure you 
of our hearty sympathy; for Christian 
citizsaship is one of the forms through 
which the religion of Jesus Christ is 
made to accomplish its healing purpose 
in the world.

howevar, that the purposes of your 
order, in which all true citizens stand 
united, cannot be carried out in any 
other way than that which calls into 
action our whole being.

never been audited. There have been 
no public reports of receipts or expend- 
itures. Money paid in has been used 
for anything that the president wished 
to use it for, without consultation 
with the directors.

The Republicans in the house of rep-

to grant. As I said last week, these 
requests were made, for the most part, 
with no criminal intent. The members 
of congress did not know that it was 
unlawful to grant these requests and 
relied on the officers of the department 
to know the law in the matter, 
They 


knew they wanted the things asked for 
if they could get them. And Beavers 
and Machen, in order to stand in with 
the members of congress, granted 
them, law or no law. To have them- 
selves placed on a par with Beavers and 
Machen, the latter a convicted felon 
on his road to the penitentiary, was 
calculated to make the bristles rise on 
the back of most any man and it surely 
did on the members in the house who 
were tarred with Mr. Bristow's stick. 
They ranted and roared and raged for 
two days. 
They denounced Bristow 


as a liar and a scoundrel and did other 
stunts that caused the house of repre- 
sentatives to resemble a ward meeting 
in a hot factional campaign. When, 
however, the Democrats tried to get 
them to pass a resolution to enter 
on a full investigation of the rotten- 
ness in the postoffiee department they 
ran like a passel of scared coyotes. 
Theparty whip eraekedover their backs 
and they fell into line. They refused 
absolutely to investigate the very de- 
partment about which so much has 
been written as to its rottenness and 
which they were so lustily "cussing 
out" only a few moments before. Was 
there ever before such a flagrant exhi- 
bition of inconsistency? Denounce the 
department in one breath as being one 
of the worst things on the face of the

ALTOONA, March 34.—The United 


Mine Workers of District No. 2 are 
holding a convention here this week. 
The opening addresses of the district 
officers expressed the peace sentiment 
of the delegates, their confidence in 
President Mitchell and approval of his 
pacific con rse. District President Pat- 
rick Gilday, in his annual address,took 
occasion to congratulate the men on 
the sensible manner in which they had 
accepted the Indianapolis agreement 
and reduction of 5 55 per cent., which, 
he explained, the men would more 
than get back in other concessions be- 
fore the convention adjourned. Presi- 
dent Gilday expressed pride over the 
growth of the district since last year, 
when it came to Altoona with 19,201 
members. The men in the city today 
represent 34,530 members, who have 
a cash balance in the dV.rict treasury 
of 831,299 12. District No. 2 is now the 
second largest national division and 
probably the wealthiest. 


Other district officers who spoke were 


Vice President William McPherson and 
Secretary-Treasurer Richard Gilbert. 


Morris Young and Thomas McMillin 


were rival candidates for president of 
sub-district No. 4 in the Broad Top re- 
gion. The tellers threw out the votes 
of two local unions because they did 
not bear the seal of the union. Young 
was declared elected. MeMillin would 
have had a mijority of the votes had 
either sheet been counted.

Men ot 
good repute plead their helplessness

their god. They have built an idol to 
him in the high places.

The joint sub-scale committee, con- 


sisting of two miners and two opera- 
tors of each of the states forming the 
Central competitive district of 
the 


United Mine Workers, composed of 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
atd Illinois, has signed the new wage 
agreement ratified last week by the 
vote of the miners. The total vote cast 
was 165,887—98,5U for accepting the 
scale; 07,373 against the seale and in 
favor of a strike—making a majority 
of 31,141 against a suspension of work. 
The new scale, embracing a contract 
for two years, provides for a reduction 
in wages of 5.55 per cent., or a general 
reduction equivalent to one-half of the 
last increase in wages. There are ex 
captions to this, one of the principal 
exceptions being in regard to drivers. 
The drivers' wages were increased last 
year from 8325 to 82.28 and then to 
$2 56. Instead of making the reduction 
equivalent to one-half of the difference 
between 82 25 and 82.56 the reduction 
will be figured on a basis of the differ- 
ence between 82 28 and 82 50. As the 
contract is for two years it will not be 
necessary to hold a joint conference 
next year. 


The "Jim Crow" Law, 


Governor Warfield, of Maryland, has 


signed the io-callei ''Jim Crow" law, 
which requires railroad companies to 
provide separate eoaehes for colored pas- 
secgers except on express trains and 
trains with Pullman coaches attached. 
It excludes from its operations em- 
ployees of railroads, nurses and officers 
in charge of prisoners. The provit- 
ions do not include electric or street 
cars. 
The steamboat maasure pro- 


vides for separate compartments for 
white and colored passengers, but there 
must be no discrimination in the qual- 
ity of accommodations.

John R. Barks, one of the best known 


colored citizens of Bedford, died yes- 
terday at 11.50 a. m. The deceased wss 
a son of Henry Barks and was born in 
Cumberland Valley 66 years ago. He 
removed to Bedford in 1861. On Feb- 
ruary 12, 1864, he was enrolled in Com- 
pany B, 32d Regiment, United States 
Colored Troops, Infantry, and was dis- 
charged at Hilton Head, S. C., on Au- 
guet 22,1865. He was a good soldier. 
In 1867 he was married to Miss Nancy 
Cossler, who died about eight years 
ago. He is survived by five daughters- 
Bessie, Susan and Carrie, of Pittsburg; 
Emma and Margaret, at home. 
Four 


brothers and one sister also survive 
him, namely, Shannon, William and 
Harold, of Pittsburg, and Margaret, of 
Bedford. He was a member and trus- 
tee of the A. 11. E. Zion church for 
many years. The funeral 
services 


will be held tomorrow at 1 p. m. 
Mr. Barks w»s a man of more than 
ordinary intelligence and ability. He 
was a Republican and frequently 
served as an election officer in his 
ward. For many years he was janitor 
at the court house and for some time 
was a porter at the Bedford Springs 
hotel.

came through a decision of the supreme 
court, which dee'ared that the North' 
era Securities combine was illegal 
and it will have to be dissolved 
The 


suit was instituted to dissolve the 
merger of the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern railroads which had 
been formed by the creation of a hold- 
ing company the Northern becuritiee, 
in violation of the Sherman anti tract 
law 
It was alleged that this combina 


tion was practically a pool created to 
promvte the interests, not of one sys 
tern at the expense of the other but of 
both at the expense of the people The 
offenders who have been convicted by 
the supreme court are guilty of a mis 
demeanor and under the Sherman anti- 
trust law are liable to punishment, for, 
according to that measure, every per 
son who shall make any such contract 
or engage in any such combination or 
conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction there 


of shall be punished by a fine not ex 
ceeding flve thousand dollars or by im 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
by both said punishments in the dis 
cretion of the court 


Will the administration make the 


Northern Securities pay the penalty of 
its unlawful act 
Hardly 


But whether or not the promoters of 


the famous merger are brought before 
the bar the trial and conviction of the 
Northern Securities combine has paved 
the way for other prosecutions

tice Holmes, in his dissenting opinion

system of service pensions for civil war

following order by Commissioner of 
Pension Ware, with the approval of 
Secretary Hitchcock 


Whereas, the act of Jane 27, 1890 as 


amendeo provides that a claimant be 
entitled to receive a pension not ex 
ceeding 812 per month and not less 
than 86 par month proportionate to the 
degree of inability to earn a support 
and in determ mng such inability each 
and every infirmity shall be duly con 
sidered and the aggregate of the disa 
bilities shown to be rated, and, 


Whereas, O'd age is an infirmity the 


average nature and extent of which 
the experience of the pension bureau 


established with reasonable cer 


tainty, and, 


Whereas, By act of congress of 1887, 


when thirty nine years had elapsed af 
ter the Mexican war, all soldiers of said 
par who were over sixty-two years of 
age were placed on the pension rol1, 


and, 


Whereas, Thirty-nine years will have 


elapsed on April 13, 1904 since the 
civil war and there are many surviv 
ors over sixty two years of age,

the adjudication of pension claims un 
der said aet of June 37,1890, as amend 
ed, it shall be taken and considered as 
an evidential fact, if the contrary does 
not appear, and if all other legal re 
quirements are properly met, that, 
when a claimant has passed the age of 
sixty two years he is disabled one half 
in ability to perform manual labor and 
is entitled to be rated at SO per month, 
after sixty five years at 88 per month 
after sixty-eight at 810 per month and 
after seventy years at 812 per month 


Second—Allowances at a higher rate 


not exceeding 812 per month will eon 
tinue to be made as heretofore where 
disabilities other than age show a con 
dition of inability to perform manual 
labor 


Third—This order shall take effect 


April 13,1904, and shall not be deemed 
retroactive 
The former rules of the 


office fixing the minimum and maximum 
at sixty-five and seventy five years re 
speetively are hereby modified as above
